Wilsen Note Caused Panic. 

President Wilson's reply to the Ger. 
man peace note produced “a most un- 
favorable impression” in Berlin, says 
@ Central News dispatch from Amster- 
dam today. The publication of the re- 
ply, it adds, was followea by a panic 
in Berlin banking circles and on the 
stock exchange. 

The German supreme command, the 
advices state, will come to Berlin at 
the end of the present week, “to de- 
liberate on mobilization, concentra- 
tion of the national strength and the 
raising of the military age.” 

It is expected that the German im- 


perial chancellor will make a decision 
today on the matters contained in 
President Wilson’s latest note, says a 
dispatch from Copenhagen to the Ex- 


change Telegraph company. 

The German newspapers point out, 
the message adds, that President Wil- 
son's note had the effect of a cold 
douche on the hopes for peace en- 
gendered by his first note. 

Some of the newspapers comment 
on the note in the sharpest terms and 
with unbridled words, adding that the 
“language of President ilson now 
has become excited after the confer- 
ences he has had with the allies.’’

NEEDED FOR LOAN 


Washington, October 16.—In the face 
of figures still showing the fourth Lib- 
erty Loansonly a little more than half 
raised—up to $3,269,001,500—the chief 
source of hope tonight lay in assur- 
ances of campaign managers for each 
of the twelve districts that their re- 
spective flelds would prove up when 
final returns are counted. 

Supporting this attitude was the ad- 
dition of $315,000,000 today to the total, 
the biggest day’s subscription. This 
Still left $2,730,000,000 to be gathered 
tomorrow, Friday and Saturday—three 
days—-$900,000,000 a day. Officials do 


not expect that big rate to appear in 
official revorts, at least until Saturday. 
They believe a billion or more will be 
counted up after the campaign has clos- 
ed Saturday nieht from the flood of 
last-minute subscriptions. But they 
fear that unless the officially tabulated 
total runs considerably above the four 
billion mark on the latest reports Satur- 
day, the loan may fail to reach its 
goal. 

When the third loan campaign had 
but three days to run the official fig- 
ures stood at $2,579,000,000, and 
creased to $3,006,000,000 by 
night. The post-campaign tabulations 
added $1,171,000,000, rye the ac- 
tual subscriptions $4,176,000,000.

Ac- 
cording to their statements these men 
would rather quit their jobs than have 
the strikers who abused and condemn- 
ed workmen loyal to the company dur- 


ing that time and committed acts of 
violence, return to their places. 
Many also declared that they were 
vigorously opposed to the union button 
because it is an attempt, they say, to 


men, then stated that he would call 
upon the signers of the affidavits to 
‘mame any of the thirty-three men 
whose reinstatement is an issue in the 
hearing, who either abused other train- 
men or took part in rioting or dyna- 
miting. 

Prior to the reading of the affida- 
vits Mr. Colquitt had entered as evi- 
dence on the record the contract be- 
tween the company and employees, by 
which it was agreed that any member 
who joined a union would be dig 
charged. He related difficulties which 
had come up in the company since the 
beginning of the 1916 strike.

Thus a nine-cent increase would mean

Cross-Examination. 


Upon cross-examination Mr. Ark- 
wright admitted that the company for- 
merly had secret service to spy upon 
the men and find out those who be- 
longed to the union. Prior to the or- 
ganization of the war labor board he 
was opposed to recognizing the, union. 
After the proclamation of the president 
creating the war labor board in April, 
1918, the officers of the railway com- 
pany yielded on this point and allowed 
men to join the union. 

President Arkwright stated that this 
concession was only given for the du- 
ration of the war, and he» would not 
commit himself on his position on the 
question after the war. 

The 1916 strike cost the company, he 
said in an&Swer to Attorney Key’s ques- 
tioning, $175,000 in extra expense, in- 
cluding double pay, hiring of guards, 
and repairing the damage done—this 
in addition to the loss of revénue. He 
declared the offense of the men dis-

Estimated Revenues, 

Mr. Arkwright gave as an estimate

Horace M. Holden, of Athens, describes in a 
letter to his mother some of the experiences 
during a drive participated in by his company 
on General Pershing’s birthday, Friday, Sep- 
tember 13. 

Lieutenant Holden for several seasons 
played third base for the University of Geor- 
gia, and Lieutenant W, M. Weaver, son of 
W. H. M. Weaver, of Macon, referred to in 
the letter as “W. M.,” will be recalled as a 
former pitcher and outfielder on the Mercer 
ball team. Both officers were commissioned 
at the first officers’ training school at Fort 
McPherson, and were sent abroad with the 
Eighty-second division from Camp Gordon, 
Lieutenant Weaver being with the 327th in- 
fantry and Lieutenant Holden with the 328th. 

Tells of Going “Over Top.” 

He writes as follows: 


“After hours of terrific artillery bombard- 
ment, I climbed a tail tree at early dawn last 
Friday, the 13th, and saw our advance waves 
go over the top, which started our big 
‘birthday-present’ drive for General Pershing. 
Later on in the day I went over the top, and 
about 12 o’clock that night we were in ——-—— 
town. 

“I have often thought how I and the 
others would feel just before going over the 
top, and have wondered if there would be 
any signs of sadness. Every man -seemed 
happy, cheerful and bright, and the expres- 
sions I heard most were boys hallooing ‘With 
the best of luck’ as their friends would pass 
‘going over.’ 

“I guess you are wondering now about 
the casualties. I am not allowed to give any 
names, but can say that they were light. I 
emptied my canteen giving the wounded 
water, They were all smiles, and not a groan 
did I hear from any of them. 

“Now about the town we captured. We 
had very little opposition, as the Boches re- 
treated when our artillery began registering 
on it. They alnfost always leave a few ma- 
chine gunners, to slow up our advance. I 
was among the first to go into the town. 
We went up through the main street, and 
stopped a while. Then we heard a dog bark- 
ing. Gee! I’ll never forget the kind of feeling 
I had in that deserted village and that poor 
old dog’s lonely barking. 


Tears of Joy. 


“It wasn’t long then until daybreak, and 
now comes the main thing I want to tell 
about. I was walking through the northern 
part of the village when, much to my sur- 
prise, I saw two women, and then another 
one, coming out of a wine cellar. They at 
once threw up their hands and came running 
to me, crying with joy and trembling with 
fear, throwing their arms around me. They 
were so happy to get out of the hands of 
the Germans, withewhom they had contended 
for four long years. They didn’t know how 
the Americans would treat them, as the 
Boche had warned them against us. I never 
wanted to know how to speak French as 
badly in all my life as I did then, for Il 
wanted to tell them that we would not harm 
them. They had stood so much, as we had 
to shell the town in order to take it. The 
yermans made all the civilians leave the 
village, and these women hid in the cellar 
and were not found because the Germans 
left in a big hurry. I went down in the cel- 
lar and found a lady crying. I had someone 
with me then who could talk French. She 
was slightly wounded, and her father was 
buried nearby under the fallen walls. Later 
in the day other civilians’ came out of their 
cellars—old men and women, 

Gas Bombardment. 


“By 3 o'clock all the civilians were sent 
back of our lines, and by 4 o’clock the Ger- 
mans began shelling us. They sent over 


about three hundred sneezing gas shells (the | 


blue shell), and then stopped for about three 
minutes. I knew either mustard or phosgene 
would come next, so I warned the men. They 
send over this sneezing gas so we will get 
to sneezing and can’t keep on our gas masks, 
and then they send over the more deadly 
kind. Well, a few of us were sneezing, but 
not very much, as we all put on our masks 
in time, and kept them on. Then they sent 
over about two hundred mustard gas shells, 
mixing them’ with high explosives. Our gas 
discipline was fine, and one or two slight 
gas casualties were all, none fatal. 

ee ess you are now wondering where 
I am. Major Johnson’s battalion relieved us, 
and we are back of him. I think he has ad- 
vanced farther. I was completely worn out, 
and I am just now up from a twenty-two 
hiours’ sleep. I hadn’t slept any for three 
days, and have had only a bar of chocolate 
and a box of sardines to eat. I had a good 
breakfast this morning, and it is nearly 
time for dinner. Most everyone last night, 
except myself, slept in a dugout. They went 
to them when the Boches sent over some of 
their big gas shells, which hit nea rby. I would 
have gone, too, had I heard them. One hit 
about fifty yards from me; I slept too sound 
to hear it. 


Much to Tell. 


“T have so many things to tell that I will:

I have often heard of 
these little’ steel mirrors and little trench 
Bibles warding off bullets and saving lives, 
and I used to wonder if it was true. I 
know it is true now, for I have seen several 
cases of that kind.

[HEALTH TALKS 
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THE WILD CORYEZEA. 

Visiting the Metropolitan Museum of Art

With the French Army in France,

“In its preparation no consideration 
was given to recent peace events. No 
money has been denied that is believed 
necessary to carry on the war.” 

The bill ptritg re $6,152,062,000 for 
the army; $107,217,000 for the navy, 
and $70,000,000 nae family allowances 
of soldiers and sailors. 

Legislative features of the measure 
include a section authorizing President 
Wilson to establish a war salvage com- 
mission which would recommend to 
congress what disposition shall be 
made of property acquired by the goy- 
ernment during the war. 

In additién to the money providea 
the ordnance department, the bill pro- 
vides big sums for the quartermaster’s 
corps, includin $779,740,505 for pay 
of the army; $155,302,000 for food; 
$441,946,317 for transportation; $59,- 
138,000 — for clothing; $20,616,331 for 

urchase of horses, and $86,469,930 for 

ospital repairs.

ALLIES REPULSING 
BULSHEVIK DRIVES 


‘Heavy Fighting on Both 
Banks of the Dvina in 
North Russia — American 
Forces Engaged. 


Archangel, Tuesday, October 15.— 
(By A. P.)—Allied forces including 
Americans, are engaged in repulsing 
heavy Bolshevik attacks on both banks 
of the Dvina, 150 miles north of Ket- 
lass, in the north Russia fighting zone. 

The Americans and Russians have 
advanced in the direction of Welsk, 
northeast of Vologda. 

The Bolsheviki with massed forces 
are striving to regain the positions 
which were won after hard fought 
struggles by Americans and Scotch on 
September 21. Under an almost con- 
stant bombardment for more than 4 
week the allies have repulsed many 
infantry attacks and inflicted consid- 
erable losses. These positions include 
villages on opposite sides of the Dvina 
river, some of which are on a high 
bluff at a strategic bend in the stream. 
Around this bend Bolshevik gunboats, 
protected by mine fields and a low, 
sandy island, have delivered a bom- 
bardment with sheils of ail calibers. 

The allies, meanwhile, have been 
forced to strive against the rapidly 
falling river which is full of sandbars. 
The garrison, though greatly outnum- 
bered in men and artillery, have strug- 
gled waist deep in the swamps and 
knee deep in the muddy roads, cap- 
turing several guns and machine guns. 
An American engineer lHeutenant and 
a few men crossed the river under a 
heavy fire and rescued a gun from a 
disabled tug on which the Bolsheviki 
had centered their fire. The next day 
the same lieutenant with a sergeant 
braved the same dangers in an effort to 
repair tugs caught under a heavy 
shower of shrapnel] fire. They tried to 
swim for the shore, but were swept 
away by the swift current and drown- 
ed. 

The Bolsheviki now are trying to 
spread their propaganda among the 
allied troops. Captured trenches and 
villages on the Dvina front were full 
of proclamations printed in English, 
askihg the British and Americans not 
to fight. These proclamations were 
laughed at by the British and Ameri- 
cans, as particularly inconsistent with 
Bolsheviki treatment of prisoners, 


whom they many times have mutilated.

GERMANY NOTIN STRAITS, 
SAYS MINISTER. MORRIS 


Chicago, October 16.—A warning of 
the danger of taking too optimistic 
a view regarding Germany’s supposed 
weakness was sounded today by Ira 
Nelson Morris, United States minister 
to Sweden, in a spech before the Chi- 
cago Chamber of Commerce. 

“Our legation at Stockholm is only 
about six hours from Germany and, 
therefore, we have means of knowing 
conditions as they exist, economically 
and otherwise, in various parts of 
Germany,” he said. “The Germans, for 
instance, are receiving great quantities 
of oil from Poland, Galicia and Ru- 
mania. They had more oil in Germany 
when ILleft than they knew what to do 
with. The Ukraine, although thor- 
oughly disorganized, has never failed 
to send regular shipments of grain to 
Germany. 

“Germany has been accustomed to 
buying her meat from Sweden. Often 
she bought 6,000 head of cattle in a 
week. Then she stopped and bought 
elsewhere. The reason she gave was 
that the cattle of Denmark were fatter 
If the Germans were starving why 
shouldn’t they buy all the meat they 
could get? 

“IT Russia, when I left, there were 
still 150,000 German prisoners who had 
been in Siberia for a long time. They 
were gradually sneaking out and join- 
ing the lines. There were more Aus- 
trian prisoners, who numbered nearly 
2,000,000. I mention this because one 
often reads that the fighting power, the 
man power of Germany is depleted. If 
that were true, how is it that Germany 
can send between 50,000 and 100,006 
men into Finland merely to watch the 
frontiers in the Russian situation.”’

The quarantine at Camp Gordon for 
Spanish influenza has not been oOffi- 
cially lifted, but has been considerably 
modified, it was yesterday explained at 
camp headquarters by officers of the 
camp news censor’s office. 


On Tuesday it was announced by a 
high official at camp headquarters that 
the disease was practically stamped 
out, and the military quarantine lifted 
from the camp’s units. It develops that 
this officia] erred in terming the meas- 
ure as lifting of the quarantine, instead 
of a strong modification of the quaran- 
tine regulations. 

The 
regulations consist of a suspension of 
the use of garglies and nasal douches 
among the present personnel of the 
camp. Intheevent, however, that new 
men come into the camp, they will be 
required to wear masks day and night, 
and use gargles and nasal douches for 
a period of ten days following their 
arrival in camp. 

Another important modification in 
the old sanitary regulations is the or- 
der that all places of amusement—the 
Liberty theater, Knights of Columbus, 
Y.M.C. A.and other service organiza- 
tions—be opened to men with this pro- 
viso—that all men within their doors 
wear gauze masks continuously, and 
the absence of a mask be sufficient 
cause for denying admission or expell- 
ing men violating the order. 

The surgeons of the various units 
have been ordered to take such steps 
as to insure the spread of influenza 
among such new men as will come into 
the camp, to segregate these men and 
to protect all concerned with a mim- 
mum hinderance to military traiuing.

STRIKING INCREASE 
IN ANNUAL INCOME 
OF GEORGIA SHOWN 


Remarkable figures, covering the 


yearly income and outlay of the state of 


Georgia during the period since 1877, 


| when the present treasury department 
'was organized, have been given out for 


the fixing of the state terasurer’s sal- 
ary and expenses by the legislature. 

Forty-one years ago, the state re- 
ceived from all sources less than a mil- 
lion dollars yearly. Today the state 
treasurer receives and disbures annu- 
ally between eight and nine million 
dollars. 

The vast increase in detail and office 
work which was accompanied this in- 
crease in income and expenditure has 


‘had to be handled bv the same organi- 


zation, with the same expense account, 
as handled the small business of 1877. 

That much of the business of the 
treasurer's office has suffered in conse- 
quence is only natural. With limitea 
help and restricted expenditures, such 
vital departments as bank examina- 
tions have been greatly handicapped. 

One of the direct results of the rati- 
fication of the amendment at the com- 
ing election will be the establishment 
of a state department of banking, 
which shall have sufficient organiza- 
tion at its disposal for frequent and 
thorough examination of all state 
banks. In this way the interests of 
thousands of bank depositors in the 
State will be safeguarded. 


The amendment is indorsed by prac- | 


tically every bank in the state, and the 
bank depositors are also rallying to its 
Support.

The food administration’s October- 
program will bring to the

In discussing the food situation, Dr. 
Andrew M, Soule, federal food adminis- 
trator for the state of Georgia, on 
Wednesday stated that, apparently, the 
United States will have sufficient sugar 
to maintain the present consumption 
and take care of the extra drain of the 
allies, instead of compelling them to 
send their ships to the Far East. This 
can secure, in sailing vessels, 
it is stated, all of the coffee needed, if 
no one makes an overbrew. 

“Of our own products,” Dr. Soule 
said, “‘we secure a reduction in econ- 
sumption and waste in the two great 
groups: First, breadstuffs, and second, 
meats and fats; that is, in all bread 
and cereals, beef, pork, poultry and 
vegetable oil products. 

“The average consumption of our peo- 
ple of breadstuffs amounts to 6 pounds 
per week, and of meats and fats to 4 
pounds a week, for each person. A re- 
duction consumption of less than 
one-half pound per week per person in 
each of these two great groups of 
would accomplish our purpose. 
We wish to emphasize, however, that 
we do not want curtailment in the use 
of milk for children.” 

Every retail grocer in the Unitee 
States, the administration advises, has 
been asked to sign a pledge to con- 
form. to the rules and regulations of 
the food administration and to co-oper- 
ate fully in the conservation program.

INFLUENZA SPREADING 


AMONG THE CIVILIANS 


Washington October 16.—While Span- 
ish influenza continues to spread 
among the civilian population gener- 
ally, a continued decrease in new cases 
in army camps today led medical offi- 
cials to believe that the peak of the 
epidemic among the soldiers has pass- 
ed. Secretary Baker, in announcing 
the good reports, said they indicated 
that measures taken by the surgeon 
general's office had brought the dis- 


ease under definite control. 
New cases of influenza among the 


troops reported during the 24 hours 
ending at noon today was 5,668 against 
6,498 yesterday and against more than 
twice that number only a few days 
ago. Pneumonia cases today aggre- 
gated 1,895, compared with 1,916 the 
day before, and deaths were 710, a de- 


crease of 179. Influenza cases report- 
ed from all camps since the iY gprs 
of the epidemic now total 262,186, pneu- 
monia cases 39,276 and deaths 12,340. 
Although reports generally today to 
the public health service showed influ- 
enza spreading in most parts of the 
country, improvement was noted in 
some states, particularly Vermont and 
New Jersey. There was decreasing in- 
cidence throughout Vermont, while the 
epidemic was said to have passed its 
eak in Gloucester, N. J., where it has 
een very severe. Improved conditions 
also were noted in parts of Tennessee. 
It is estimated that there now are 
at least 200,000 cases of the disease in
